««r  T^T  "T  E  the  Lords  and  Commons,  in  this  prefent 
?:  \  /  \/  Parliament  afTembledjdoe  in  the  prefenceof 
V  V  Almighty  God,  forthefatisfa&ionofour 
Con(ciences,and  difchargeof  that  great  truft  which  lyesup- 
on  us,  make  this  proteftation  and  Declaration  to  this  King* 
dome  and  Nation,  and  to  the  whole  world ,  that  no  private 
paflion  nr  refpe&,noevillirtention  to  his  Majefties  perfon, 
iio  defigne  to  the  prejudice  of  his  juft  honour  and  authority, 
engaged  us  to  raife  Forces  and  take  up  armes  again  ft  i  he  au- 
thors oft  his  War,  wherewith  theKingdome  is  now  infla* 
mcd. 

And  we  have  alwayes  defired  from  our  hearts  and  foules* 
manifcftedinouracSionsand  proceedings ,  and  in  feverall 
humble  Petitions  and  Remonftrances  to  his  Majefty,  pro* 
fefled  our  loyalty  and  obedience  to  his  Crown,readinefle& 
refoluiion  to  defend  his  perfon,and  fapport  his  cftate  with 
our  lives  and  fortunes  to  the  ut:ermoft  of  our  power. 

That  we  hive  beenc  willing  to  paffc  by  ,  not  onely  thofe 
Injuries,  Ignominit  s,  SI  nJeis,  and  falfe  Accuf,tions,where* 
with  we  have  beene  privately  opprefled  and  grieved ,  but 
likewifemany  publike  incroachments ,  and  hjoh  ufurpatii 
ons,tothe  prejudice  of  Religion  and  Liberty,  divers  bloo- 
dy5Tr<3ytereus  and  cruell  pra£hfes  and  defignes  5  for  the  ut- 
ter mine  and  difhu&ion  of  theChurchand  State ,  fo  as  wee 
might  for  the  time  to  come  have  beene  feci:  red  from  that 
wicked  and  Malignant  party',  thofe  pernicious  and  Tr/ytc» 
rous  counfells ,  who  havebeene  the  authors  and  Lmmors 
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of  the  former  mifchicfcs  and  prefent  calamities  which  have 
and  ttill  doe  dillempcr  this  Church  and  State. 

That  for  the  fimfcpurpofe,and  for  the  avoyding  of  blood 
we  4ire^ed  the  Earle  of  EjTtx  Lord  General!  by  Inmfelft  or 
others  in  fotae  Me  and  honourable  wayto  caufe  to  be  deli- 
vered an  humble  P^titStRi  ,  wherein  wye  doc  de fire  Jio things 
from  Majefty  but  that  he  would  re:  urne  in  peace  to  his  Par  •• 
liament,  and  by  their  faithful!  c  unfell  and  advice  compofe 
the  diftempers  and  coniufions  abounding  in  his  Kingdomes, 
as  he  is  bou  sd  to  doe,  wee  therein  profefling  in  the  fight 
of  Almighty  God  >  which  is  the  ftrongeft  obligation  that 
any  chriftianyanAthe.moft  foJemnie  pub  like  faith  which  a- 
ny  iuthStateas  a  Parliament  can  give,  that  we  wouldrcceive 
feim  with  ail  honour,  yeeid  him  all  true  obedience  and  fub» 
jt&ion,  and  faithfully  endeavour  to  defend  nisperfonande. 
fhte  from  all  danger,  and  to  the  uttermo ft  of  our  powerto 
cftablifh  to  him  and  to  his  people,  all  the  theblqflingsof  a 
glorious- and  happy  Raignc,  as  it  is.  more  largely  expreftin 
that  Petition. 

For  the  delivery  of  which  Petirion.,  his  'Excellency  hath 
twice  fent  unto  the  King,  humbly  defiring  a  iafe  conduct 
for  thofe  who  fiiould  be  imployed  therein  ,  but  his  Majefty 
refu  ted  to  gite  any  fuch  fafe  condud,  or  to  receive  this  hum- 
ble and  dutifull  Petition-,  by  any  addreflfr  from  the  Earle  of 
Eftex,  faying  that  ifjuftice  had  beene  done  ,  the  Gentleman 
which  brought  the  iecond  Meffage  could  not  expeft  his 
liberty. 

By  all  which  and  many  other  evidences  and  Inducements, 
we  are  fuliy  convinc  t  in  our  judgements  and  beleefe,  that  the 
King;  counfellsand  refblutiows  are  fo  engaged  to  the  Popilli 
party,  for  the  fupprefiion  and  excirpadonof  the  true  Reli- 
gion, that  all  ho  pes  of  peace  and  protection  are  excluded, 
and  that  it  is  fully  intended  to  give  fatisfa<5Uon  to  the  Fa- 
pifts-by  alteration  of  Religion  %  and  to  the  Cavaliers  and 
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QtfccrSouldicrs,  by  expofing  the  health  of  the  good  Tub* 
jeth,  efpecially  of  this  City  of  London^  to  be  laritfi  plircde> 
red,  and  fpoyled  by  them. 

That  for  the  better  effeaingherof5grcat  numbers  of  /Mpift* 
have  in  (how  conformed  themfelves  to  the  ^rorcftanr  RehV 
gion5  by  comming  to  the  ( Church,  receiving  the  Sacrament- , 
and  taking  rheoatftesof  ^flegiance  and  Supremacy,  whicfe 
fomeof  their  ovvne  Triefts  have  encouraged  them  to  doe,  by 
maintaining  that  they  might  doe  all  thofe  things  and  yet  con- 
tinue good  Cathohkes :  Under  which  cover  his  Maje/ty  dicf 
at  firft  begin  to  ftrengthen  himfelfc,  thofe  of  that  Religion 
being  weake,  and  unable  to  indure  die  envy  and  difcontent 
which  the  arming  of  the  Papifts  would  procure  in  the  King- 
dome,  and  therefore  endeavoured  to  keepeoff  all  Jealoufies 
and  fiifpitions  by  many  fearefull  bathes  and  imprecations  3 
concerning  his  purpofe  of  maintaining  the  >Proteftant  Reli^ 
gionandxheL^vvesoftheKingdomej  caufiflg  Come  profeft 
-Papifts  to  be  difc  barged  out  of  his  Army,  and  none  to  be 
received  that  would  not  indure  the  Teftof  comming  to 
Church,  receiving  the  Sacrament,  and  taking  theoathesof 
-Allegiance, 

That  his  Majefty  being  nowgro.vnc  ftronger,  and  able  zs 
he  conceives  to  make  good  his  owne  ends  by  Armcs5his 
confidence  in  the  Papifts  doth  more  clearely  srppeare  per- 
fons  impnfoned  for  Pr  efts  and  Iefuits  have  bin  released 
out  ofthe  ide  of  Lancaflr^  profeft  Papifts  hive  bin  invited 
to  rife  and  take  up  Armes ,  Commiflfions  under  his  Ma- 
jefties  Authority  havebiu  granted  to  many  of  them  ior  pla- 
ces <5f  command  in  'his  war,  w\th  power  to  raife  men  and 
great  numbers  have  bin  r/dfedby  them,  and  they  daily  en- 
creafe,as  namely  to  S\xNic9las  Thornton  Sir  Tbo.  Howard  Bar. 
Sir  Edward  wUdington,  Sir  William  Kiddelly  Mafter  Smithy  of 
Ajhy  Mafter  George  Way,  Mafter  Edvard  Qray,  of  Morftth 
Caftle,  Mafter  Lancelot  Errwgton,  of  Uw/^Mafter  Lancelot 
k^A  3  Bolth, 


Hohby,  all  of  N$rthumberhnd>  Bifhopricke  of  Durham  and 
Ncn-cafilejio  Mafter  C/j/WjMafter  mlli  am  tvalton  Jit  William 
Cerrara  ,  Baronet  5  Sir  CiciU  T rafford  ,  Maftcr  Andersen,  of 
Lpjtcck  in  the  County  of  Lancafter  >  and  diverfe  Forces  are 
raLedand  paid  by  the  Earle  of  worcefter,x  nd  his  Son  the 
L/>rd  Herbert  fa  as  weateinfoimed  by  an  expreffe  meflenger, 
fent  from  thofe  parts,  the  Did  Lord  Herbert, a  nororipus  Pa* 
piftj  is  raade  Gcnerallof  all  South-Wales ,  and  we  are  further 
informed  out  of  Tork\bire,  by  diverfe  perfons  of  great  worth 
and  quality  5that  thofe  that  raife  Forces  in  thefe.  parts  for  his 
Majefty,doearmeand  imploy  Papifts,  andufe  their  advice 
in  their  confutations,  ail  which  is  contrary  to  the  folemne 
Oathes  3  Proteftations  and  execrations  ,  whereby  his  Ma- 
jetty  bound  himfelfe  toraaintainetheProteftant  Religion, 
ana  the  lawes  of  the  Land,  by  which  he  endeavoured  to  get  a 
confidence  in  the  people  of  his  good  intentions,  which 
how  well  it  is  anfwercd,wee  letfve  to  the  world  to  iudge, 
That  S.  <ohn  Hinder fon  &CoLCockramytm  n  of  ill  repor  both 
for  Religion  Sthonefty  sfent  toHambnrg  fkDcnmark&s  we  are 
credibly  informed  to  raife  Forces  tbcre»fc  to  bring  them  to 
Net*-  Cafll.  &  to  ioyn  with  the  Earl  of  Nw  CajiL&thc  Ar- 
my of  PapiftSjWfaich  they  intend  to  raif  -  there,  &  that  divers 
endeavours  have  bin  ufed  in  other  foraigre  parts  to  bring  in 
ftrange  Forces  into  the  Kingdome  .rhsttfe  King  bath  recei' 
ved  abc  ut  him  diverfe  Papifts  of  Ireland,  fome  of  which  are 
indited  of  high  Treafonjfor  their  rebellion  there,  notoriou- 
fl)  k  own  to  have  bin  in  aftua!lRebcllion,as  namely  the  L. 
3  -affe^S.Iobn  Dii«g^procIained  a  Rebel!,  Comfit*  V^ih 
liams,  Dodor  Afeara  indited  for  the  Rebellion  in  Ireland* 
and  fled  tor  the  fame,and  yet  appointed  Phyfirian  to  Prince 
Rupert  ,  s-ndtb.-.t  his  Maiefty  hath  fent  fot  the  Petition  of 
thelrifh  Rebels,  which  the  Juftices  had  ftopt,  with  evident 
expresfionof  favour  to  them,  whereby  that  Kingdome  is 
like  to  becoinc  an  unfit  habitation  o  f  any  Proteftants  ,  and 
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a  ieminary  of  war  and  treafon  again  ft  this  Kingdomc. 

ThatdiverfeEngUfhTraytots,  a&orsin  the  former.  1% 
fignesagainfttheKingiorne  andParliarnent,  arc  the  chiefe 
Councellors  anda&ors  in  this  unnaturall  warre  againft  his 
Subie&s>as  the  Lord  Digb^Qnealeymlmot>  ?Matd.>  Alburn- 
ham  and  others. 

That  wee  have  bin  likewifccredibly  informed, that  diverfe 
JefuitS)  and/'riefts  in  foraigne  parts*  make  great  col le&ions 
of  money*  for  reliefe  of  the  pipifts  in  Ireland,  and  the  fur- 
thering of  his  Maiefties  delignes.  here  againft  the  Parlia- 
ment, and  that  by  thecn»aai  fonae  otters*  fled  out  of  this 
Kingdome  for  Treafon  ;  great  me.mes  are  made  to  take  up 
the  differences  betwixt  fome  Princes  of  the  Roman  Religi- 
on >  that  fo  they  might  unite  their  ftrength*  for  the  extirpati- 
on of  the  proteftant  Religion  >-  wherein  principally  this 
Kingdome,  and  the  Kingdome  of  Scotland  are  concerned*  as 
making  th&  grcateft  body  of  the  Reformed  Religion  in 
Chrfftendoaie*  and  beft  able  to  defend  themfclves 7  and" 
fuccour  other  Churches* 

For  all  which  reafons-  we  are  refolved  to  enter  into  a  fo- 
lemne  oath  and  Covenant  with  God*  to  give  up  our  (elves, 
car  Lives  and  Fortunes  into  his  hands  .and  chat-  we  wil  to  the 
nttermoft  of  our  power,  Mid  Jitdgemei  t,maintainc  his  troth* 
and  conforme  our  (elves  ta  his  will*  1  hat  wee  will  defend 
this  caufe  with  the  hazard  of  our  lives,,  againft  the  Kings 
Army>  and  againft  all  that  fhall  joyne  with  them  in  prole* 
cut  ion  of  this  wicked  dsfigne*  according  to  the  forme  to  be 
agreed  upon  by  both  Houfes  of  parliament,  tobe  fubferibed 
by  our  hands3  and  that  we  will  for  the  fame  ends  affociate 
our  felves>  and  unite  with  all  the  well  affe&edin  the  City 
of  London*  and  other  parts  ol  his  Majefties  Dominions. 

That  ive  exped  our  Brethren  of  Scotland,  according  to 
the  ad  of  pacification,  whereby  the  two  Kingdomes  are  mu- 
tually bound  to  ftippreffc  all  debates  and  differences,  to  the 
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disturbance"  of  the  publikc  peace ,  that  they  will  belpe  an3 
aifift  us  in  defence  of  the  Caafe ,  which  if -rhfe  *Fopi(li  pircie 
prevaile^mutt  needs  either  involve  them  in  that  literati* 
on  of  Religion  which  will  be  made  here,  or  ingage  them  in  a 
War  againft  this  Kingdome,  to  defend  tbeiro-rfne  Religion 
and  Liberty  :  4nd  we  doubt  not  but  the  God  of  Truth  > 
and  the  great  prote&ior  of  his  people,  will  affiftandiha* 
blcus  in  this  our  juft  defence  ,  to  reftraine  the  malice  and 
Furyofthofe  that  feeke  oar  Ruine and  to  fecure  tbepcr- 
fons,  eftatesi  and  liberties  of  all  that  loync  with  us :  ^nd  to 
procure  and  eftablifh  the  fafety  of  Religion  >  and  fruition  of 
our  t  awes  and  Liberties,  in  thi  s  and  all  other  his  Maiefties 
Dominions  >  which  we  doe  here  againe  profefle  before  the 
erer  living  God>  to  be  the  chiefe  end  of  all  our  Coun  fells 
andRefoIutions,  without  my  intention  or  defire  to  huit 
or  injure  his  Maieftie,  either  ia  his  Reribftor  inft^ower^
